In obedience to the requirements of the constitution and 

laws, I haye the honor to submit the following report of the 
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transactions of this office since commencement of the present: 


official term, January 17, 1879, with such suggestions relative 
to the office, as experience warrants me in believing are worthy 
of being brought to your notice. 


STATE HOUSE AND GROUNDS. 


As custodian of the State House and grounds during the ~ 


recess of the Legislature, it becomes my duty to make some 
recommendations relative to their care and and repair. 

To make the grounds about the State House attractive and 
pleasing to the eye, and more comfortable, walks through the 
grassy plots should be laid out, with strong benches at shady 
spots, thus affording strangers and the people from all parts of 
the State opportunity for quiet rest whilst visiting the capitol ; 
objections to this improvement on the score that it would not 
be for the general benefit, are easily met by the fact that the 
seats bought. and placed in ‘the grounds during the present 
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term are generally, almost exclusively, occupied by strangers. 
The State Capitol and publie buildings are generally the first 
places visited by persons who come.to this State, seeking new ' 
homes—and the number is very large. Such improvements. 
are calculated to produce favorable impressions, and the num- 
ber of those thereby influenced to settle in the State is largely 
increased. | 

The new iron gate, at the main entrance to the grounds, is ` 
home-made, in every respect—even to the self-shutting device, 
which was patented by Mr. J. R. Booth, of Prairie county—the . 
iron work of the gate and posts was executed at the foundry 
of MeGuire & Bro., and the bronze eaglesat the works of 
Wing & Co., both firms of Little Rock. The work might have 
been executed for a few cents less in another State, but, as 
ours is a growing and prosperous State, the opportunity seem- 
ed good to demonstrate to visitors that Arkansas can invent and 
manufacture things useful as wellas ornamental. Therefore 
preference was given to home talent and mechanical skill, in 
the construction of the gate, from designs executed by Maj. 
G. P. C. Rumbough, of Little Rock. o 

The plank side-walk in front of the grounds is in a 
wretched condition—almost dangerous. Owing to the inade- 
quate appropriation, only such repairs have been made as were 
nécessary to guard against accidents to night pedestrians. 
Walking over the pavement is anything but pleasant, and it is. 
decaying and breaking up rapidly ; and were it not true that 
side-walks elsewhere in the city, quite as bad, are readily to 
be found, the temptation would be great to get some one to 
credit the State for the cost of a new one, trusting to the 
generosity of the next Legislature to make an appropriation 
therefor. The General Assembly should be urged to appro- : 
priate sufficient means to put down a granite or flag-stone pave- 
ment, quarries of which are abundant in the immediate vicinity, 
and which can be laid at reasonable rates; a good concrete 
pavement would serve a good purpose, though not so durable 
as one of stone. 
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Both the exterior -and the interior of. the publie buildings. - 
and the fences need some attention of the painter, carpenter 


and plasterer. Visitors from other States sometimes indulge 
in severe criticisms upon their appearance, even when informed 


of the depleted condition of the treasury, and the cireumstan- .. ` | 


ces which led thereto. It will be a wise measure of economy 
to guard against the destructive effects of weather, wear, rot 
and rust, by making timely and sufficient appropriation fdr 
proper and needed repairs. The roofs have all been over- 
hauled and repainted, and they ought to remain water-tight for 
two years at least.- 
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ER ie HALLS. 


Frequent applications have been made during the present 
term, for the use of one or both the legislative halls, for meet- 
ings and assemblies other than those to' which their use is 
restricted by the terms of section 2750, Gantt's Digest. In 
several instances, though loth to refuse, the letter of the law 
was an insuperable obstacle to compliance. It would be well 
in my opinion, if the legislature would consider the propriéty . 
of leaving to the officer entrusted with the care of the halls, 
a larger limit of discretion as to their use during the recess. 

In this connection it is respectfully submitted that it would - 
be better if section 2748, Gantt's Digest, were so amended as 
to give the governor entire control and supervision of the pub- 
lie buildings and grounds. Being the chief executive officer, it ~ 
Seems proper they should be under his control. Asthe law 
now stands he can not have even the use of either of the halls, 
without consent of the Secretary of State, which seems not in 
keeping wit the dignity of the office. 


Both halls of the General Assembly are poorly ventilated. 
In a report, as Secretary of the Senate, in 1877 , upon request . 
of members, a remedial plan was suggested to the board of 
contracts ; but, for want of funds, it is supposed, the plan was 
not heeded. | Some such plan is certainly needed ; for, people ~- 
from the country, who are accustomed to plenty of fresh and 
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pure air, suffer much from this defect. No doubt much of the 
sickness that prevails among members, during legislative ses- | 
sions, can be traced to the vitiated air of these halls. It would 
cost little to put ventilators in the ceilings, or small circular 
windows in the walls, near them. "Either would serve the pur- 
pose. —. i i | 
LARGER ACCOMMODATIONS FOR STATE OFFICERS. 

The Commissioner of State Lands is greatly incommoded for 
want of room for the proper performance of the necessary 
duties of his office, and the preservation of its files and records, 
with convenient accessibility to them. His office is now over-- 
crowded, and documents and papers necessarily accumulate 
each year, and there is now not proper accomodations for per- 
sons having business in his office. 

He desires to have a partition in the west hall, adjoining his. 
office, to secure storeage room for some of his books aud 
records. Permission could not be granted because it would: 
impair ventilation, and it is not believed that the Secretary 
may alter the publie buildings without legislative sanction. 
Nevertheless, it is a fact that the Land Department requires. 
more roomy quarters. 

Indeed, there should be room in the State House for the 
accommodation of the offices of the Superintendent of Public: 
Instruction, the Attorney General, the Chancery Court and. 
the Chancery Clerk. The publie convenience and that of these 
officers themselves demand it, to say nothing of economy. 
The rent paid by the State for public offices and legislative :- 
committee rooms during the last seven years would have pur-- 
chased the interest of Pulaski county in the east building, and. 
made the State the owner of the entire property, and stopped 
the annual outlay. It would also be a good idea to erect a. 
new front, of say fifty feet depth, covering the present State- 
House front from wing to wing, hiding the old structure, and 
affording suitable accommodations for every departments for 
years to come, at a cost below that of an entire new structure, 
and yet enjoy the appearance of a new building. 
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This subject. of additional accommodations for State officers: E 


may seem trivial while the outery for the building of a State- 
Lunatic Asylum i is so great, and so just, and the latter over— 
ruling necessity may drown the urgings for even a little more: 
room, or an addition to the State House. Conceding the: 
need of the Asylum. does not extinguish the other point. Im-- 
. provements in the State House are needed, if what the State: 
already has is worth being preserved.. 


 ADDITIONAL FURNITURE. 


Some furniture is needed in this office, in the shape of cases: 
for the suitable filing and preservation of old but -valuable 
papers and documents—especially profilé maps, etc., of rail-. 
road corporations—in a shape convenieñt of access. Many 
of them are now packed away like so much waste paper. Often 
it happens that manuscript bills, passed and not passed, or 
legislative reports or documents, profiles, maps, etc., are: 
called for. In order to satisfy such demands with celerity and- 
facility, these documents should be classified and pigeon- 
holed, so as to be easily reached. To instance: last April a 
certain bill that failed of passage at the special session of 1865 
was called for. After long and diligent search it could not be 
found. At the time, and for months after, the whole force of 
the office was pressed by citizens from all parts of the State 
to supply information that could only be furnished by carefully 
and laboriously going through the unprinted Journals of the . 
conventions and different legislatures. In July. we secured a. 
clew to the bill inquired for in April, and finally resurrected. 
il from a 'pile resembling rubbish, for want of proper recepta- 
cles in which to preserve the papers convenient for examina- 
tion. Had they been so cared. for they could bave been 
reached in two or three minutes. A reasonable appropriation 
would remedy this want. 
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STATE LIBRARY. 
Larger quarters or additional shelf room is needed for the : 
State Library, now grown to be a larger and much more 
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valuable property of the State than is generally supposed. 
By raising the shelving to tlie ceiling, and extending the 
shelves over the windows, enough room can be secured to an- : 
swer the requirements of the next three or four years. 

There beíng a regular interchange -of public documents 
between 'all the States and Territories in the Union, and a 
large number being sent from Washington, D. C., after each 
session of Congress, books accumulate very rapidly, and as all 
are valuable, it will be but a few years until much]larger- 
quarters than are now available will be required for their.. 
convenient arrangement and preservation. 

My immediate predecessor, in his last report, recommended 
the employment of an additional clerk, whose principal duty 
it should be to keep the Library in order, and to arrange a 
catalogue for publication. This recommendation was not 
heeded by the Legislature. Nevertheless, I have had the. 
library thoroughly overhauled and rearranged with the aid of 
my present clerical force, and attached hereto, as an appendix, 
is a catalogue of that portion in the upper room—consisting 
mostly of State publications, and some miscellaneous works, 
numbering 6,000 volumes. There was not time to completely 
catalogue the works in the lower rooms—consisting chiefly of 
United States publications, numbering at least 15,000 volumes. 
The labor of such rearrangement and cataloguing was by no 
means small, and was the more troublesome because it could 
be done only at intervals of time snatched from the hours of 
regular routine duties of the department. 
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. PRESERVATION OF RECORDS. 


A fire-proof vault is very much needed for the preservation 


of the State's most valuable records and archives from loss or 


damage by fire. The flimsy and tinder-like surroundings of 
the State House and grounds are eminently suggestive of -the 
possibility, if not probability, of such a happening at'any 
hour, in any season of the year. In a month or two the pas- 
sage of steam locomotives within fifty yards of the north end 
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of the State House will be an hourly occurrence, greatly in- ~ 


creasing the hazards from fire. Some of these dangers can be 
diminished or abated by removal, -should the Legislature ex- 
press a desire to that effect, as they are situated on publie 
grounds. Those upon private grounds can be lessened by 
legislative enactments as to buildings and building materials on 
neighboring grounds, thereby lessening the chances of acci- 
dental fires. pur 

Indeed every department in the State House should have.a 
fire-proof vault. In case of fire, documents would be des- 
troyed that could not be replaced, involving incalculable loss 
and hardship upon the citizens of all quarters of the State. - 


STANDARD WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


The standards of weights and measures established and fur- 
nished the-State by federal law, of which this -office is the re- 
pository, are not kept as they should be, for want of a proper 


place or sufficient room. Upon our application the State has. 


been furnished with the balances heretofore withheld, and the 
standards of the“metric system of weights and measures, of 


dimensions and capacity. These scales- are valued at five | 


thousand dollars ($5,000), thecost to the general government. 
They require an expert to place them .in position. They 
also require a special room, or allotted space in a room of 
the dimensions of 18x20 feet. Perhaps this could be” erected 
in connection with the fire-proof vault, mentioned i in n the pre- 
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PORTRAITS OF DISTINGUISHED ARKANSIANS. 


Believing it a duty owed by the State to the noble dead, and: 


an incentive to emulation of their bright examples, by the ris- 


ing generation, and to preserve the lineaments now rapidly ' 


fading from the memory of their few remaining contempora- 
ries, and in reverence to their memory, I have had placed upon 
canvass the likenesses of several distinguislied Arkansians, now 
sleeping -beneath the sod, viz: Governor and Cóngressman 


Archibald: Yell, General Pat. Cleburne, Chief Justice Daniel. 
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Ringo, and Governor James Miller. Yell fell at the battle of 
Buena Vista, Mexico, February 23d, 1847, while leading, as its 
colonel, the First Arkansas Cavalry ina charge. Cleburne 
fell at Franklin, Tennessee; November 30th, 1864; leading 
Arkansas troops in defence of principle: Ringo was the first. 
Chief Justice of the State Supreme Court. Miller was the 
first governor. of the territory of Arkansas, and was distin- 
guished at the battle of Lundy's Lane, where, when asked by: 


Gen. Scott if he could take a certain British battery, respond- 


ed, ‘Pll try, sir." He and his men took the battery. These 
portraits I have had placed in the halls of the legislature, be- 
lieving they wili be not only ornamental and useful, but prove 
acceptable to the representatives of the people.: There being 
no special appropriation for such work, they were paid for out. 
of the fund for the care and repair of the State house. 


PRINTING OF THE JOURNALS. 


There is no doubt whatever, in my mind, that the journals of 
both hoüses of the legislature should be printed. Iam in a. 
position to appreciate the need and' the démand for them 
throughout the State. Every citizen, however humble, desires. 
to see for himself how legislative work is done—how the **last. 
legislature" did its work. And many, from interested motives, 
want to know how **our member voted upon bills directly: 
affecting us." These two quotations have been hurled at me: 
from every nook and corner of the State, from the humblest. 
to the highest citizen, in their respective localities. It is not. 
exageration to say that this office has received an average of at. 
least three such inquiries per day, for the five months preced- 
ing immediately, the election of September last. To satisfy 
some of these inquiries required as much as two or three days: 
steady work in the searching of manuscript journals for the 
desired information. Often this examination of the journals: 
interfered seriously with the regular work of the office; but 
happily my assistants were always equal to the occasion, and 
frequently drew upon their private hours to satisfy the general

and commendable craving for knowledge. It is not in com- 
plaint that mention is made of the extra labor imposed upon 
this office by the failure to print the journals, for the office is. 
established and maintained for the publie service, and every 
duty imposed is cheerfully performed ; but, [am satisfied that. 
these answers and certified extracts from the journals do not. 
supply the real want; for the reason they áre not sufficiently 
extended and general. Often persons do not call for satisfac- 
tion of their entire list of wants, because they do not like to be 
** considered troublesome." Easy access to printed journals, 
properly distributed, would often prevent and always correct. 
erroneous reports concerning members and legislation, when 
such are circulated. 


RETURNS OF ELECTI ONS. 


The-fórms of leeke returns on file in this office are as 
various as they are numerous. The election: law, in the main, 
is good ; but being necessarily lengthy, similar subjects, and at. — 
times the same are treated in different sections, and while a. 
like -intent is aimed at, different words are employed. The 
consequence is different constructions of the same provision, 
with thé result above stated. 


I therefore respectfully suggest legislation, making it the 
duty pf the Secretary of State to prepare and send out to the 
several clerks, in advance of each election, the necessary forms.. 
of abstracts to be filed in the clerk's offices, and_of the abstracts 
of the returns of elections, for transmittal to the proper offi- 
cers at the capitol. This would remedy the. existing evil, and 
a systematic, convenient, correct and legal return of al elec- 
tions would be insured. 

A short while previous to the late general election, blank 
forms of abstracts were sent out from this office to the several 
clerks, with the recommendation that they be used in making 
up the réturns. Many of the clerks have éxpressed their ap- 


proval of the same, and nearly all used them 1 in meee their . ` 


returns of the September election. n

. FEES FOR COMMISSIONS. - 


The fees-for commissions should be collected by the county 
clerks, and by, them remitted to the Secretary or Treasurer, ` 
thus doing away with the present tedious and expensive meth- 
ods of collection—particularly after a general election. An ` 
amendment to the existing law, concerning fees, is therefore 
recommended—making it the duty of the Secretary of State to 
forward all commissions of county and township officers to the 
county clerks, to be delivered to the parties entitled to them, 
on payment of the proper fees; and that the several clerks . 
account to the Secretary or Treasurer for the same, and to 
return the money and such commissions as are not paid for 
within a time to be limited by law. Such a mode would be a 
large saving to the State, both in postage and stationery, and 
would expedite matters generally, also be of great convenience 
to those receiving such commissions. | 


FEES IN OFFICE OF SECRETARY OF STATE. 

From some cause an error appears to have been committed - 
in the draft of Section 1, of the bill regulating fees, passed at 
the session of 1874-5. 

The Treasurer, by that act, is allowed fees for duties mani- 
festly to be performed by the Secretary of State. A bill 
aimed at the correction of that error passed *he last Senate 
and was set for its third reading in the House, but was not 
acted upon finally by the House at the heel:of the session, 
owing to the usual press of business before adjournment. 

As the law stands the Secretary is only morally bound for 
the fees collected in his office. Thus far all fees collected 
and receipts for the present official term have been paid over 
to the treasurer monthly, according to the Act of February 1, 
1875, excepting the süm of one hundred dollars per annum, 
from the sale of books, for the purposes set forth in the Act 
of March 12, 1877, which last sums have been expended as 
shown by my cash, book, in accordance with said Act. 
Most of this money was employed in the purchase of old

CHARTERS, ETC. .

In the matter of filing charters for new railroads and other * 
incorprations, under the general laws regulating corporations, 
as the law stands, a vast deal of gratis work is done by the | 
State. aod 

Thé law imposes no fee whatever, and the State bears all 
expenses of recording, etc., althoügh these corporations ac- 
quire rare and valuable privileges. In fact the absence of all 
expense is practically a bonus for specluative corporations to 
seize ano. swallow all benefits likely to arise from any possi- 
ble-venture or opportunity for a long term-of years, and in 
any direction. This is not as it should be. In nearly all. thè | 
States having general incorporation laws, fees are exacted; - 
which, in the aggregate, produce a considerable addition to the 
revenues, while at the same time this exaction prevents thé 
records from being inordinately incünibered with speculative 
enterprises, as they. are in Arkansas, to a considerable extent. 
The principle which compels an officer, elected under the 
Constitution for a two years term, to pay a fee for his com-. 
mission, to the State, would seem in even. handed justice, : 
should compel these corporations ( whose capital runs up into. 
the thousands ‘and millions, and whose terms of existence, 
as expressed in articles, is usually for **ninety-nine years,” 
and whose privileges are princely, to the degree that privaté 
property can be condemned to their own I upon payment 
- of value, without regard to the wishes of the owner,) to pay a . 
reasonable tax for the benefits conferred by the State Bus se- 
cured by them. i 

I therefore suggest that the incorporation laws be soamended 
as to require that all railroad companies shall pay, as fees, for 
filing and recording each charter, seventy-five dollars ($75.00) 3. .

are 
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for recording and filing evidence. of increase or. decrease. of 
capital stock or any change in their charter, twenty-five. dol- 


lars ($25.00). That articles. of association.of manufacturing. 


companies, and other lawful business, be required to pay 
thirty dollars ($30.00). Ss 

I believe this office can be made self-sustaining by the State 
in this way. 

There should also be some distinction in the amounts paid 


for commissions issued by the State, based upon the income 


from the office by the recipients thereof. 

An officer whose annual salary and fees brings one shousand 
dollars or more, can afford to and should pay more for a 
commission than one whose income from his office does not go 
beyond two hundred and fifty dollars a year. 

In order to divide the finnncial burdens more equitably, it 
would seem proper to charge five dollars ($5.00) for each com- 
mission to a State or county official—coroners and surveyors 
excepted. The last two, and justices of the peace, and mayors 
of cities and towns, should .be ‘charged one dollar ($1.00), as 
all are charged at present. | 

Notaries Publie, being appointed by the Governor, with an 
official existence of four years from date of appointment, 
should be made to pay at least ten dollars for their commis- 
sions. ! 
mE ." REVISED STATUTES AND ACTS, 

Since my official term [commenced, this office has been be- 
sieged for copies of Gantt's Digest, and the Acts of 1874-75 
by justices of the peace and other applicants, from all parts 
of the State. These applicants could.not be supplied, because

the books were not on hand in this office, and were not when I | 


took charge, save a few shelf copies, under the number re- 
quired by law to be kept in this office. Some forty (40) 
copies have been purchased since, which are preserved for 
legislative use, in compliance with the act of February 1, 1875. 
Many justices of the peace have resigned because they could 
not be supplied with the Digest, their reason being that they 
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have not the proper law books from which to correctly inform 
themselves of their duties and the law. 

The expenses incurred: in holding Special elections to fill 
the vacancies, caused as above stated, have doubtless ex- 
-ceeded the amount it would have cost the State to purchase a 
sufficient number of copies of Gantt’s Digest of the Statutes, 
from private parties, to supply them. Unless the Legislature 
at its next session takes steps to have a new Digest, it is re- 
‘spectfully recommended that. a sufficient sum be appropriated 
to purchase the necessary number of copies for such officers 
as need them. A Justice cannot dispense justice wisely unen 
he is possessed of the laws. 


UNITED STATES STATUTES, ETC, 


At the commencement of my official term, a large number 
of copies of the annual acts of Congress, the aecumulation of 
a number of years, were discovered in the office. Four. large ` 
boxes of the United States acts and congressional documents 
have also been since received. Two of them had been lying 
at the railroad freight depot for more than a year, not deliv- 
red because the charges were not paid. Upon being inform- 
ed of the fact the charges were paid and the books delivered. 

These acts of congress are sent under federal laws to all the 
States and, Territories for distribution, and have been sent by 
me to the county. clerks of all the counties for the üse.of . the 
officials, and where they may be easy of access by all who have . 
occasion to use them. ` . a og | 


There is nothing in our statutes prescribing the method of 
distribution of these books, or to pay the expense thereof. 
Finding the postage would be too great to justify sending them: 
by mail, I had sets of volumes for several years each, made 
up into packages ready for shipment, and advised the several * 
‘clerks the books for their respective counties were subject to 
their order. The majority of the clerks ordered them shipped,

, “and have since received them at their own proper.expense, or _ 


that of their counties. Only about twenty of these packages 
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are still on hand, subject to the order of the clerks of the 

counties who have not sent for them. It: may be well for the 

Legislature to direct their transmission by mail or otherwise. * 
PUBLICATIONS FOR DISTRIBUTION. 

Although the subject does not pertain to the duties of my 
office, nevertheless, as frequent applications from abroad are 
made to me officially for trustworthy or official printed data, 
as to the character and quality of the soil of this State, the 
price, conditions of obtaining it, facilities of reaching it, and 
the thousand and one other interrogatories usually propounded 
by persons desirous of emigrating from other States and for- ` 
eign countries to seek. homes in Arkansas, I desire to second, 
most heartily, any effort from any quarter to induce the Leg- 
islature to direct the compilation and printing for free distribu- 
tion in the older States of this country and in Europe, of a 
proper pamphlet upon the resources of our State, for the ben- 
efit of emigrants. I believe the publication of a large edition. 
of such a work, properly .prepared, would bé productive of 
immense-good to the State, and make an immediate return of 
many thousand fold the cost, in the wealth and immigration it. 
would attract to our borders. All this now passes us ipd 

“or in great degree, because Texas and other States are more 
enterprising in this behalf than we are. "There is absolutely 
no way at present in which the wants of those seeking infor- 
mation can be supplied at greater length than that of the 
dimensions of an ordinary letter. | 

In brief, I know of no subject on which the necessary amount 

- of publie money could be expended, that would yield so large 
and substantial a return, : as an appropriation for the PEDES 
indicated. 

_ Notwithstanding the many dr awbacks upon her TE 

- which happily are now ended, Arkansas has increased in pop- 
ulation in the last decade over sixty-seven (67) per cent., and 
more in wealth. With à wise foresight and liberal economy 
in forwarding the immigration interest, the next census will 
give us an ingrease of more than one hundred per cent. 
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CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

A ‘Joint Resolution, proposing an ‘amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State," passed the-two houses of the General * 
Assembly at'its last session, and:that body having adjourned 
before the expiration of the time fixed by the Constitution for 
its proper consideration -by the Governor; and he, after the. 
adjournment, having-failed to file the same, with his objec- 
tions in this office, and to give notice thereof by public proc- 
Jamation, within twenty days after such adjournment, in 
accordance with section 3 of the statute, approved April 2, 
1879,,it became my duty to—and I did—treat it *«as a pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution," by proper endorse- 
ment, and by filing the original roll as No. 1, and publishing 
it among the acts, resolutions and memorials of the General 
Assembly of --187 9; and, further, I gave all the notices and 
took-áll the steps beca by the 5th, 6th and 7th sections 
of said act of April 2, 1879, and especially caused a carefuily — 
made and compared copy of the original roll of sald- amend- 
ment No. 1, verbatim, et literatim, et punctuatim, ‘to be pub- 
lished **in at least one newspaper in each .county where a 
newspaper is published, for six months immediately preced- 
ing”” the general election of September 6, 1880. 

A copy of the same, together with a list of all the newspa- 
pers in which said advertisements were published, and.a copy 
of the circular letter of transmittal to each of the publishers . 
of said papers, and copies of all of said newspapers containing 
said advertisement, received, are now on file in my office. 
Proper forms for the returns of said election on the proposed 
A constitutional amendment, were also made out and forwarded 
to each county clerk in the State, in time to be usediin mak- 
ing said returns.
